Grapes  are  no  exception  in 
this  respect.  Many  of  the  new  kinds  of  grapes  listed  in  our  catalog  will 
replace  some  of  the  standard  varieties  in  the  future.

PLANTING  AND  CARE 

We  send  free  planting  instructions  with  every  order.  These  easy-to-follow 
directions  tell  you  how  to  plant  correctly.  Grapevines  are  usually  planted 
from  6  to  8  feet  apart  in  rows  8  feet  wide.  Using  a  spacing  of  8x8  feet,  it 
requires  680  vines  to  plant  an  acre. 

THE  TRELLIS 

No  trellis  is  required  the  first  year  but  the  second  year  a  trellis  of  some 
kind  is  needed.  Posts  and  wires  are  best  for  this  purpose.  The  posts  (either 
steel  or  wood)  should  be  spaced  about  24  feet  apart.  Two  or  three  wires 
should  be  used  and  spaced  according  to  the  method  used  in  training  your 
vines.  The  fruiting  canes  are  tied  to  these  wires  with  string  or  fine  wire. 
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Out  Vines  are  Second  to  IMone  in  Quality 


CULTIVATION 

Thorough  cultivation  is  reflected  in  thrifty  vines  and  ‘high  quality  fruit. 
Cultivation  should  begin  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  dry  enough  to  be  worked, 
dhe  first  operation  where  possible  is  plowing.  Never  plow  more  than  4 
inches  deep  because  deep  plowing  cuts  many  fibrous  roots.  After  this,  several 
cultivations  should  follow  at  intervals  of  about  two  weeks.  All  cultural  prac¬ 
tices  should  cease  before  August  1 .  This  hastens  the  ripening  of  the  fruit  and 
canes,  reducing  the  possibility  of  winter  injury. 

FERTILIZERS 

The  best  fertilizer  for  grapes  is  nitrate  of  soda.  It  increases  fruit  produc¬ 
tion  and  cane  growth.  This  should  be  applied  early  in  the  spring  after  the 
buds  have  started.  To  get  the  maximum  benefit,  spread  evenly  away  from 
base  of  vines,  as  there  are  very  few  fibrous  roots  near  trunk  of  vine.  Apply 
at  rate  of  250  pounds  per  acre.  For  vines  in  the  home  garden  this  would 
be  a  little  more  than  one-third  pound  per  vine. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT 

For  spring  planting  April  or  May  is  the  best  time  to  plant  in  our  Northern 
States.  Southern  States,  March  or  April.  For  fall  planting,  from  late  Octo¬ 
ber  until  December  1  or  until  the  ground  freezes  solid.  Grapevines  may  be 
planted  with  good  results  either  in  spring  or  fall.
